There is one class of persons who 


above all others is more responsible 
for the success of criminals than all 
of th-e officials of the county and 
state. He is the owner of the prop- 
erty where a crime has been com- 
mitted and who immediately after 
its discovery rushed in and handles 
every article in sight and in his 
delirium destroys every bit of con- 
victing evidence . that might mean 
apprehension and punishment of the 
criminal.

Only after he has done his bit of 
damage does he think of the police

back from the scene of the crime 
and every article Irft intact is the 
kind of case which an investigator 
enjoys working. 


In these days when rubber heels 


are commonly worn, a track found 
at the scene of the crime is.often 
as strong evidence as a finger print. 
No two persons w-ear their shoes 
in the same way. A careful exam- 
ination should be made immediate- 
ly after the crime is discovered for 
shoe tracks, 
auto tracks, 
horse 


tracks, and vehicle tracks. 
This 


search should not only be made in 
the immediate vicinity of the crime 
but often such impressions' are apt 
to be found at some distance from 
the point where the crime was com- 
mitted; 


These tracks at a distance often 


carry suspicion in the mariner in' 
which they were made, the direc- 
tion they go, the impossibility ot 
explanation except on the ground 
of an attempt to escape being seen, 
or unfamiliarity with the country 
in the way party making them has 
fallen into ditches, struck some ob-

Of course you should examine the 


premises where the crime was com- 
mitted closely for tracks being very 
careful not to tread on and destroy 
any that are there. 
When found 


the tracks 
should be 
carefully 


measured and then covered -with a 
box or barrel and left for the in- 
vestigator when he arrives. 


The investigator in charge of the 


case should examine the tracks for 
distinguishing marks such as trade 
marks, nail marks, marks of repair- 
ing in shoe or other peculiarities. 
Get the shoe of the suspected par- 
ty, if any, for comparison with the 
tracks. The best way to make this 
comparison is to have the suspect 
put on the shoe and have him make 
tracks in soil similar to where the 
track was found and under similar1 
conditions. 


Count the nails in the track and 


measure the distance between them. 
Measure any piece of leather nail- 
ed on the -shoe. A very good meth- 
od of keeping a record on 
these 


things is to cut a piece of paper the 
size and s-hape of the tracks and 
mark all nails, repairs, or trade 
marks_ on the paper in exact size 
and distances.

aa would all but arouse the dead. 
It awoke us, and we arose, packed 
our kntjwack* and saw our tents 
and other 'camp equipage bandied 
and carried away to the long train 
of cars awaiting us on the track 
near camp. AH this.in a heavy snow 
storm. 
Our men were jolly—apparently. 


They took in • prodigious break- 
Fast, and ni«"de go much noise that 
the boys of the 15th and 16th regi- 
ments could not sleep, so they dress- 
ed themselves and came to bid us 
goodibye and see us off. A gre.at 
•nany friends of the men in the reg- 
ment had come to say what might 
t>e a fond farewell. There 
were 


fathers and mothers, brothers and 
sisters, wives and sweethearts, and 
touching indeed were the parting 
scenes that morning. A little after 
daylig-ht, -in fhe 
tlinding 'snow 


storm, -we formed in line for the 
last time in Camp 
Randall,

railroad. 
So we marched along to 


the 
inspiring music 
of our well- 


trained band, great crowds of peo- 
ple lined the. streets and cheered 
us right lustily at "every corner. 


A little later we were aboard a 
train _ en-route for Quincy, 111. When 
morning dawned, the sky was clear, 
and we found ourselves in the midst 
of a sea of white.'billowy prairie of 
snow-covered ridges and undulating 
valleys. So it was as far as the eye 
could reach—a beautiful sight in- 
deed. The air was stinging cold. 
For all of the beauty of the white 
landscape, however, we began 
to 


feel hungry, and wondered 
when 


breakfast time would come. When 
we came to the town of Qalesbnrg, 
our train stopped. The good ladies 
of the place had heard by telegraph 
that a regiment of Wisconsin sol- 
diers would pass through there in 
the morning: and bless their 'hearts,

— It was found at Quincy that we 
could not cross the Mississippi from 
there into Mfawonri so Col. Bryant 
decided to. reo^jliitton teams and wa- 
gons to convey oar baggage at once 
to the river bank twenty-five miles 
south, and .opposite Hannibal, Mo.; 
and the men should march 
there 


that day. The regiment was soon 
on the way.- The mercury stood at 
twenty degrees below zero, and the 
road was in bad condition, .being 
coated with ice. One of our men 
fell and broke one of his legs before 
we had got fairly on 
the march. 


The weather was so intensely cold 
that several of the men had their 
hands and ears frozen. 
Neverthe- 


less, the march was made in six 
hours. 


Having arrived opposite Hanni- 


bal. it was found that before we 
could cross, a little steamer frozen 
into the ice on tne Missouri side 
must be cut loose and a channel 
opened up through the ice for the 
vessel to move in back and forth 
while ferrying us across. Though a 
large force of men worked hard, it 
was not tmtil the next afternoon 
that all the regiment was 
taken 
across. In the meantime we were 
doinjf our very best to enjoy cold 
comfort. There 
was no possible 
shelter on the bank of the river; and 
with the mercury at twenty below — 
well, just imagine how it was. 
It 
goes without saying that all OUT 
rations containing the least bit of 
moisture were frozen hard. 


That song, Cold Night!— The cold 


chills go chasing one another up 
and down my back now, just, at the 
bare vthought of it. Yet I do not 
recollect a bit of complaint. All 
tried to be' cheerful, and the most 
of the night was enlivened by sorres 
and jokes in spite of 'hanger and the 
intense cold. 'Some of 
the 
boys 


were of » thrifty turn. Recollect- 
ing having seen a beehouse a mile 
or so back toward Qriincy, they took 
a run back for exercise and investt- 
gation. They found hives, and did 
not try very hard to resist the temp- 
tation to shoulder two or' tKree of 
them and bring them back to camp. 
By some means they found turkeys 
as well as 
beehives; 
and 
the? 


brought along three or four of them. 
Having pulled down some old sheds 
on the river bank and found a lot 
of cord woo, they (built big fires, 
and there they warmed up an roast- 
ed turkey. Honey, and turkey! No 
feast was ever more thankfully re- 
ceived. 


Across the 
River and 
Warm — ' 


Well, if one waits long enough ev- 
erything will come to an end, and 
so did our stoy an-tnat dreary river 


bank. The JitU* «te»mer haying 
been placed in u«e, oar regiment 
was ferried acros* a company at a 
time and we marchd up into the city 
where we were quartered in vari- 
oua buildings abolt town, .my own 
company in the -city ball. - where 
th«er was a big fire in- a red hot 
atove.

That night In the city 
hall at Hannibal was one of the 
most enjoyable I can recall, though 
we slept on a-hard floor. 


Hannibal to Weston.—The 
next 
morrantr we marched through two 
inches of snow fallen during, the 
night, jo^the station of the Hanni- 
Daj and bt.; Joe railroad, where we 
were put into a long train of cattle 
cars, bearing fresh evidence of re- 
cently having been used for such 
purpose. . The seats prepared for us 
were of rough lumber fitted in cross 
wise, and 'so close together that our 
knees hit against the next scats 
in front of us; and they soon ached 
fearfully. There were," of course, 
no. stoves, and it may go without 
saying that shut up in such 
a 


place two nays and one night in 
zero weather, with nothing but froz- 
en food to satisfy; on no, not satis- 
fy our hunger, and with no water 
with which to wash our hands and 
faces for five days, our ride from 
Hannibal to Weston was anything 
but comfortable.

BO long 
that in spite of self help and foreign as- 
sistance the effect is plain to be seen in 
the spread of tuberculosis and rickets. 
Dresden for example reports that the 
mortality for tuberculosis increased from 
5.6 to 9.7 per 100 persons in 1923 over 
1922. 
Infant mortality in the 46 large 


German cities showed an increase of 21 
percent for the third quarter of 1923 
over the corresponding period in 1922. 
In October, 1923 the .number of births 
and deaths in Berlin were 628 and 810 
respectively; Hanover 77 and 92; Halle 
42 and 56 and Munich 142 and 157. 


"Unemployment and high -prices com- 


bine to make the situation almost unbe- 
lievably acute. On November 1 there 
were between 2,000,000 and 3,000,000 
men unemployed,in unoccupied Germany 
and about 7,000,000 working part time 
according to'the report from the United 
States Commercial attache at Berlin 
that Secretary Hoover recently made 
public. That leaves only about 2,000,000 
men working full time in the unoccupied 
territory. 


"Fully one-third of the population in 


the industrial centers are dependent on 
government and private aid. Essen re- 
ported 53 percent, Nuerenberg, 47 per- 
cent. These doles from the government, 
amount to twenty cents a day and the 
rvages average paid government em-

IFE for the average German child

Committee for Foreign Relief, who just 
arrived in the United States from Ber- 
lin, and came to Philadelphia to confer 
with the American Friends Service 
Committee. . , 


Dr. Rau has been the head of tft'e spe- 


cial committee made up of representa- 
tives of relief organizations of all sects 
and religions from all parts of Germany 
to which the American Quakers handed 
over the child feeding work when they 
withdrew in July, 1922. The Quakers 
have returned to Germany and have tak- 
en charge of the child feeding there 
which will be carried on with the assist- 
ance and cooperation of the German or- 
ganization. The fund ox $20,000,000 re- 
quired for the work is being raised in 
the United States by the American Com- 
mittee for Relief of German Children, 
19 West 44th Street, New York, of which 
General Henry T. Allen is chairman. 
Maj. E. A. Fitzpatrick heads the commit- 
tee for Dane county.

state, read the story and wrote Professor Fur- ' 
long. Whereupon the noted authority on pale- 
ontology promptly replied, flatly denying any 
such statement. We quote from his lett':r as 
follows:
